VE RSOIX, Switzerland m—The 
Aga Khan died today at the age of 
79, ending a fabulous career as 
Moslem religous leader, million 
aire sportsman and ex father-in 
law of Rita Hayworth. 


He died of a heart attack 
He may be succeeded by Prince 
Aly Khan as spiritual leader of lo 
million Moslems of the Lsmailia 
sect who showed their devotion 
each IO years by weighing him in 
gold, platinum or diamonds. 


To the West the Aga Khan was 
an aristocratic playboy and horse 
breeder, a friend of kings. 
To 


the East he was almost a god, re 
vered by millions. 
Estimates of his wealth ranged 
up to mure than a billion and a 
half dollars but when queried about 
his great holdings he only laugh- i “ grandpa. 


He had been ill for the past few 
years, and his condition worsened 
a few months ago. 
During the re 
cent European heat wave he was 
brought to his mountain villa here 
in hopes the coolness would save 
his life. 
But he steadily worsened, and 
this morning fix e doctors announc 
ed that his condition had seriously 
weakened during the night.

| bill originally was draw n along the 
lines of a model law proposed by 
Sigma Delta Chi, national profes 
sional journalism fraternity. 
But it was am ended and weak 
e n e d by the Legislature so that it 
does not apply to "in fo rm al” meet 
ings or "caucuses” of governm ent 
a1 bodies w here no public business 
is actually transacted
